Huawei ex-exec, expert 
of spying for China 


WARSAW, Poland: The 
trial opened in a Warsaw 
court on Tuesday of two 
men accused of spying for 
China a Chinese citizen 
who is a former director of 
Huawei in Poland and a 
Polish cybersecurity ex- 
pert. The men, Weijing 
Wang and Piotr Durbajlo, 
who have both pleaded 
not guilty, were in court at 
the start of the trial on 
Tuesday morning. Prose- 
cutors requested that the 
trial be held in secret due 
to the classified nature of 
some of the evidence. 
Though Wang and Durba- 
jlo objected, the court 
agreed, citing state inter- 
ests, and journalists were 
asked to leave. Wang and 
Durbajlo were arrested by 
Polish authorities in Janu- 
ary 2019 and accused of 
spying for China under the 
cover of seeking business 
deals for China’s technol- 


ogy giant Huawei. Wang 
has been in custody since 
his arrest. Durbajlo, a for- 
mer cybersecurity expert 
for government agencies 
including the Internal Se- 
curity Agency, has been re- 
leased on bail. According 
to the Gazeta Wyborcza 
daily, the indictment is 
partly classified, but its 
public section alleges that 
Wang is a Chinese intelli- 
gence agent and from 
2011-2019 sought high- 
ranking contracts for 
Huawei that would give 
the Chinese company in- 
sight into, and influence 
over, Poland’s state and 
local administration data 
systems. He studied in 
Poland and later served at 
the Chinese Consulate in 
Gdansk before moving 
over to asenior position at 
Huawei. He is also known 
by a Polish first name, 
Stanislaw.

New Zealand floods 
WELLINGTON: New Zealand Prime Minister Jacinda 
Ardern toured flood-hit areas of the country’s South Island 
on Tuesday, expressing shock at the destruction left when 
three months’ worth ofrain fell in three days. Swollen rivers 
swept away bridges and landslides blocked highways in 
the deluge, which finally began to ease on Tuesday after a 
72-hour barrage that Ardern described as a once-in-a-cen- 
tury event. "It’s quite devastating, there’s a lot of work to 
do -- a big clean-up job lies ahead of us," she told reporters 
after surveying the damage in a military helicopter Entire 
communities, including 35,000 people in the town of Ash- 
burton, were left isolated by the floodwaters and Ardern 
said crews were scrambling to restore road and rail links. 
"We've got thousands of people who are not connected to 
their town, they’re not connected to their schools or place 
of work," she said. 


Decade of Syria war 
killed nearly 500,000 


people: new tally 

BEIRUT: A decade of war in Syria has left nearly half a mil- 
lion people dead, a war monitor said Tuesday, in a new toll 
that includes 100,000 recently confirmed deaths. The 
Britain-based Syrian Observatory for Human Rights said 
the conflict has claimed 494,438 lives since it erupted in 
2011 with the brutal repression of anti-government 
protests. The previous tally, issued by the Observatory in 
March this year, stood at more than 388,000 dead. The war 
monitor has since confirmed an additional 105,015 deaths 
following months of documentation efforts supported by 
its network of sources on the ground. The previous tally, 
issued by the Observatory in March this year, stood at more 
than 388,000 dead. 


China confirms first human 


case of bird flu strain 


BEIJING: China reported the world’s first human infec- 
tion of the H10N3 bird flu strain on Tuesday but said the 
risk of it spreading widely among people was low. A 41- 
year-old man was admitted to hospital with fever symp- 
toms in the eastern city of Zhenjiang on April 28 and was 
diagnosed with H10N3 a month later, China’s National 
Health Commission (NHC) said in an online statement. 
"The risk of large-scale spread is extremely low,' the NHC 
said, adding that the man was in a stable condition and 
his close contacts had reported no "abnormalities." It de- 
scribed H10N3 as low pathogenic -- less likely to cause 
death or severe illness -- in birds. The NHC said there had 
been no human cases of H10N3 previously reported in 
the world. Several strains of bird flu have been found 
among animals in China but mass outbreaks in humans 
are rare. The last human epidemic of bird flu in China oc- 
curred in late 2016 to 2017, with the H7N9 virus. Covid- 
19 was first detected at a food and animal market in the 
central Chinese city of Wuhan in late 2019.

Protests 
against the government's 
new tax reform plan are 
continuing across the coun- 
try. On Monday, students in 
the country’s capital Bo- 
gota were on the streets for 
a peaceful anti-government 
protest.

Meanwhile, at least nine 
people were murdered ata 
farm in the country’s south 
in a separate development.
